( being the firſt bargaine of thzift, and the firſt ftep to god 
buſbandzy) take all the beſt Counſell he can in the woꝛld 
in the chopce of a Wife, pet ſcarce ſafficient enough: foz 
being once done it can neuer be recall'd, but eyther lamen- 
ted to ſone oz repented to late. 

Panp be tbe occaſions, that make matia ge to haue an

A diſhoneſt woman cannot be kept in, and an honeff 
woman ought not; But thoſe men that take vpon them 
the keping of their wiues honeſty, doe thinke tbe wozld 
will iadge the better of them foz it: foz they thinke that 
men laugh at thaſe huſbands, which giue their wines the 
head to mucy, e they perſwade thcmſelues that if they do 
not ke pe their wines ſþozt, thcy Rœpe them not as they 
ongbt to doe: Beſives, theo thinke this with themlelues. 
that the wife laing the huſband take no care of der, will 
tmagin he doth not care foz her making(belike)this 1 
ning, that no man elſe will de fire her.

E other ſozt of men, which willingly gine

7! boneſt, altedging this reaſon : that the win 
ſæing the huſband make himſelfe maſter of 
ber — is diſplealed with it, and taketh no moze cars 
to ke pe it. 
But when her honeur is committed to her owne keping, 


the is tare full of it. as ot thit whichis her owne : beides 


that we naturell are deſtrous of the things foꝛbidden, and 

we know that ſdee ſnnetiz lee, who bat free power to 

Anat. and in troth ſhe is only to be counted honeſt ind&ds, 
who hauing hbectp to dos amiſſe, doth it not. 

But now to rid vs out of theſe diners opinions, J am 
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| purpoſed fo goe an another way to wozke : Foz as we ſe 

| oftentimes two pozters beare vp together one burthen: (s 
the Huſbandand Wife being two bodies, ought to vpholde 
one onely mind and honour; And to beare it vp vp2igbtly : 

there muſt be kept ſuch an indifferent meaſare, that the one 
bane no greater charge then the other , but that they (ans 
to ech other ofthem a juſt part: taking eſpcciall ha de that 
neither of them dzaw this wap oz that wap: Fo2 if ons 
@2:1inke backe any thing, if is cnough to lay the cartage in 
the mire: J (ſapthen once againe, that there is nothing that 
maketh a mozecqual! conjunction in godliking,then toers 
erciſe tdemſelues in faithtull and feruent lone, which once 
beginning to faile epther, on the one ſide, oz the other, their 
' bononr fozth with falleth to the ground, 
Chere is not any man of vnder ſtanding, but be may 
f ſon conſider with himſelfe,that there is nothing doth moze 
. invenom andinrage the wife, then the diſhoneſt life of ber 
baſband, foz keping no fayth with ber, he muſt not loke 
5 that e ſhould ka pe pꝛomiſe with him: Foz as the ſaping 
is, be that doth not as he ought, muſt not loke tobe done 
foas he would, 

And J wil! ſay bnfo pou, that in the indgement of the 
wife , the adulterer deſerueth lo much the moze grievious 
puniſhment: by bow mach moze he onght to ſarmount his 
wile in vertue, and dirccher by bis crample . 

$ozconer the huſband muſt confider what his authoꝛi⸗ 
tie is, and how farr it reacheth duet his Wife: Fo2 ſome 
men kepe their wines in ſuch awe, that they obey them 
not astheic Loꝛd and Maiſter, but as a Tyzant ; ſo that 
conuetting & oue into Feare, they make the poze women 
weary of their lines, anddeſlrans ofdeath. 

After wbich ill vſage, not without infk cavſe they vere- 
le tbe pzonerbe: When their baſband goeth about to make 
earth of them. they goe about to make fleſh without him: 
Fo; the hulband muſt not perlwade himſelfe that be — a- 
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bone his wife as the Pꝛinte auer his ſabiecs, oz the Shep - | 

beard oner bis ſhepe, but as the mind over the body, which | 
are linked together by a certaine naturall amitie: But 

rather we muſt confider, that n:an was not made of thy

VI now me thinkes J beare ſome ſap, | 
that tyoſe wives haue god hap, whoſs 19 
buſbands are obe dient to them, ſubmit⸗ 
ting themlelues to their wines come | 
mandement, | 4 
I terme that rather miſhapp then ill 
lucke,foz that ſuch huſbands foz the moſt | 
part, are foles,doults, aſſes beaſtes, and are commonly 
termed wittoles, that they bel&ue ſo well, that thep make | 
it an ul conſcience to miſtruſt ane ill though they lee an 
other and their wife in bed together, whertof it commeth | 
often to paſſe, that their ſilly wincs are like a body without 
a head, and ſuffer tbemſelues to got aſtrap. 

And though they be of god dilcretion and under ſtanding | 
pet the wozld makcth no account ofthem: whercas cen⸗ 
trarywile , the wiſe dome, valure and autbozitie et the buſ⸗ 
band, lerueth as a buckler, to defend the good name of his f 
wife, who thereby is had in moze reputation. 

Vet we ſe that women are glad to mate with huſbands | 
that are gentle nature, and a little fa lich, that they may 4 
keepe them vader. | 

But in my opinion, thoſe which had rather tommannd a 
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oner foles, then obey the wiſe , are like to thoſe that had 
rather leads a blind man in the wap, tden tollow another 
baving his perfect tight, and knoweth the dir ta wax they 
| muſt take. 

But ſach wines neede not make boaſt of their ſufficie n- 
cis: Foz at this day the race of the certaine women are 
wozne out: and thercfoze it is de ſt foz them tobe content 
| ts let their huſbands weare the bzecches. 
| A man map well gine women this god Connſcll , 
| bnt there be fewe of them that will be ſo god as follow it: 

and whtch ſake not ſtill to bracerale cuer their huſbands, 
It is a thing re aſonable and agreeable to nature, that 
| the (trongcr ſhauld commannd ouer the weaker: pet ſome 
| women haue the tigdt quality to ozder things ſo well that 
tbetr huſoands ſhould be thought to wꝛong them greatly, 
it they ſhould finde fault with them. 

Wherevpon Cato was wont to ſap to the Romans: we 
commaund ouer all the wozld, and wines commaund oner 
| vs: and ſurcly there is no doubt, but that many rulers and 
| | gouernouts of Citties and Countrpes, are outr- ruled by 

; 


their wines: But as thoſe women know bow in time and 
place fo be obe dient to their huſbands: So there are lome 
ſach ſhameles women, that they will not at any time bs 
commanded, but by tycir exclamatlons,fcolving and bzaws 
| ling, continuallp : alwapes with-ſtanding their bn(bands 
| wils and moke a mock at tem. playing with them a thou⸗ 
| ſand ſhꝛe lod pzankes, which cauſed a cortaine King to ſaꝝ 
| that they were very foles , that would follow their wines 
| running awap. 
This ſaying puts ine in minde of a mery Jeft cf a beiſ⸗ 
band, who, his wife hauing dzowned berſeife in a Riner, 
| wont crying along the Ktuer five , (@king her againſt the 
| fkreame: and being tolde that there was no queſtion , but 
that (he was gene downe with the ſtreame. Alas ſaith be, 
A cannet thinke it,foz as in pet lite time Ge vſed todo eue⸗ 
oP 
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ry thing againſt the hap2e, ſo now in her death the is ſare- 
ly mounted againſt the ſtreame. 

But toretarne againe to our purpoſe, J will ſay that 
the wife as the weaker be ſleil, muſt obcy the bntband,cnd 
as men oaght to k pe the Laws ot the country: So wo⸗ 
men ought to fulfili the cõmandements cf their huſbands , 
by which de de they become Piſtreſſes of the Houſe, 

I could here bzing in diuers vertucus women, who clos 
thing themſelus with humility, haue cauſed their hufbands 
to caſt of pzibe, crueltp, and other wieked vices : whereby) 
ſame bane pardonedthiirencmics, and dꝛawne backe their 
hands from doing benceance. 

Other ſome hauc vndone vnlawfy!l bargaines, lcit ſweas 
ring, and other vanifics: and giticnthemiclues to deus⸗ 
tion, and the bealth oi their ſoutes , thcp being bzcughtf 
therevnto bythe honeſt and carneſt perſwaſions andins 
treatic of their wiurs. 

But in an other ſozf, now if the woman ſ her huſband 
faile in the lsue, which he owetb yer, pet (he muſt not do as 
be doth, but ſapply vertuouſly bis default: he wing fo the 
wozide, that fozbcr part, ſhe bcareth the croſſe her lelfe, 
which doing ſhe (hall haue doable reward of Cod. e double 
pꝛaiſe ofthe wozid:wherby pou may gather that the bacach 
of honour is cammitted moze to the diligence and truſt of 
the wike, ten of the huſband, and though the buſvand offend 
Gov es much as the wife , in violating tbe ſacred band of 
Fairmany:Vct the wife ought firmely to pzint this in ber 
bart, ant to remember alwaies, that where the buſband by 
his fanic eeth but a little blemiſh bis credit, the wife altoge⸗ 
ther loſetq her god name, and reinaineth ſpatted with luch 
inſatmuy, that ſhe can neuer recogcr her tonoar againe: nets 
ther by any repentance, noꝛ by amendment ci ber life. 

Therekoze let a wife woman op her eares againff the 
alurements of thoſe which lpe in waigdt fc; ber chaſti- 
tie: and to kepe moze lafelp der honeftie both in dede 
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and in woꝛde. ä 
Likewiſe let der avoide ſo much as ſhe map. the com- 
pany of women that baue an ili name: wbo indeauoz bp 


their naughty faſhions , and diſhoneſt lpæches, to bzing 


others to doe as they doe: and wiſh with all their harts 


that all women were like themſelaes. 


But the wiſe miuſt alſo know, that it is not ſufficient 
to be boneſt, and innocent in d&de : but likewiſe to ante 
all ſulpition of diſhoneſtp, and if ſhe loke well tnto the 
matter, ſhee (hall finde (mall difference (in reſpca of 
tbe wozld) betwene being nanght, and being thought 
naught, 


.* Thercfoze a wiſe woman will ſhun all lightnes and va- 


nity, andkepe ber ſelſe from giving her haſband, oz any 
other, theleaſt ſalpition in the wozld, knowing that a 
woman ofa ſuſpected Chaſtitie , lineth but in a miſerable 
caſe, and when ſheebeareth other women ill ſpoken of, 
let her thinke in ber minde, what map be ſpoken of her, 
imagining with ber ſelfe ; that when a woman is once 
in an ill name, whether it be deſernedly, oz without cauſe, 
the hath much adoe to reconer againe her honour : thee 
muſt not beare her ſelfe, ſo boldly vpon hir honeſt mea- 
ning, to thinke that God will alwapes holde bis band 
ouer bet head: Foz be ofcentimes ſuffereth a womanto 
bs repzoued w2ongfully, foz a puniſhment of ber light- 
nes and vanity: Foz it is as common a matter fo: wo⸗ 
men to ſhew themſelues vaine andlight, as foz peatocks 
ta ſpꝛead their tayles, 

UWherefoze J may boldely ſay this; when wee haue 
once taken all vanity from a woman, a man ſhall be able 


to take nothing elle from her,

nitte which their wines che in the Strumpet-like dz eſs 
ſing of their beads, whereby they make men rather lau gb 


af them, then like of them: and J ſe no! bob it is pol⸗ 


fible foz men, to maintayne their Mines · in ſuch toũt lp 
manner, as they doe now a dapts in Cngland; But that 
ebep mull let out their mony to Wſtrts , and ve other de⸗ 
ceipttall woꝛds and mennes.

But it Happeneth to women oftenttmes cleane contra- 
rp: Foz the maltitude of oznaments conercth that little 
nod which ie in them by Rature: and the gliſtcring of 
their Jewels, dimmceth tbe ſhining of their vertues: and 
it is commonly (xne, that women, though neuer ſo honeff, 
are vnſatiable of ſuch triſfles: wherevpon it is ſapd that 
mills and women, euer want lomething. 

But if honeſt women would aduiſcdly fhinke of the 
matter, they ſhould perceiue that it is not the gilt baydle, 
that msketh the bozſe the better, and that by reaſon of

Let womcnthercfoze be carefull, to apparell then 
ſelues ſo modeſtly, that they may thercbp ratber pleaſs 
their Huſbanda, then make them Jealous oner them, by 
attyzing themſelues igytly: Foz men will alway (appoſe 
that a light minde is lodged in a goꝛgeous body, 

I haue ofien noted thoſe dames, which are ſo curious 
in their attyze, to be very ſlats in their houſes, and thoſe 
which neglea (ach folly, to be very godhaſwincs: Foz it 
is a common {aytng , that one cannot dzinke and whiſtle 
altogither : and tycrefo:e i: is no marealile, if thoſe which

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92 greater. / 

Ard in any wile let her continne ber kindnes folvards 
him, leaſt bp fapling.of her wont, ſhe ſa me to war colds 
in lone, oz by excæding her cuſtome thee le me to cullour 
ſome crime, wherebp ſhe map dztue ſame fooliſh top in- | 
to bis bead, which Jealouſie, if by chaunce he be once 
poſſeſt withall, ſhe muſt labour, by all meanes poſſible to 
rid him of it. Not deing as ſome foliſh women doe, who 
very vn-wilely, and to their owne great hurt, (&ke to cons 
tinue that lalpition in their huſbands, that others laye 
edge to their owne chaſtitie, 

But now me thinkes J heare ſome aſke me this que- 
tion, whether thoſe women doe well who make their huſ> 

„bands pꝛinp to it when they are impoztuned with any vn- 
lawfyll rcaueſt. | 

But thoſe women in my oppinion are commonly bla- 
med, foz that there commetb mach barme by if, and J 
thin ke it ill done: foz thereby (he doth not bz@d quiet, but 
trouble fo her buſband, making them doubt, leaſt reuta⸗ 
ling one loue, ſhe conceale an other: awd which is wozſe it 
bꝛedeth a quarell betwene the huſband and louer, where- 
of much miſchicfe may enſne. 

But a wiſe woman will alwapes like better that her 
hul band ſhould beare by tbe repozt of others: of the repulſe 
which che ſhall gine her loner, then to make boaſt of der 
boneſty ber ſelke 

And a wiſe huſband will holde bhimſelte there with the 
better content, and be the moze aſſared in bis minde of bis 
wines honeſt dealing: bat to pꝛeuent all miſtruſt, it beho- 
neth an boneft woman, to ſhe w her ſelfe ſo ſober and chaſt 
in couatenance , that no man map be lo hardy to aſſayle 
ber, F

While J was a maido, J was at the diſpoſition of mp 
parents, but now J am a woman maried J ſtand at the 
pleaſure ot m huſband: wherefoze 4 were beſt toſpeake 
to dim, and know bis minde what J (hall doe. 

And if ber huſband be out of the wap, let her bchane 
her (clfe as if he were pꝛelent, and to ſhew him at his re⸗ 
turne, in what pꝛofitable wozke of the houſe ſhc bath ſpent 
ber time in his abſence, whercby ſhe ſhall be both the bet⸗ 
ter lla eo of, and moze tommended of dim. 

A wiſe dulbano in da de will take great pleaſure in 
ſuch things, but yet there are ſome men that are ſo teſtp 
and froward , that they will neuer be content with any 


thing their wines can doe: but doe raoft conmonly ſo take 


on with them, that they mak? them wilt themlelues ont 
ofthe wo2lb, tbcrefoze J will teach thoſe pwze ſoules ſome 
remedy againſt that miſchiefe. 

If her buſband be rough and terrible vnto her, ſhe muſt 
ouercome vim by humilitie. 

If be chide and bꝛawle with her, ſheo muſt holde der 
peace fozthe anſwere of a wiſe woman is ſilence, and 
ſhe muſt fap fo btter ber minde, till be be appeaſed; if he 
be obſtinate, let not her be euer th wart, noz doe as the wo⸗ 
man did, to whom her baſband bzought foz their ſupper 
two Thzuſhes: but hes wouldnades lap that they were 
Black · byꝛds, he rcplying againe that tber were thzuthes:

C Hereafter ſolloweth certaine Admomſhions how 
tlie wile may continue, her loue and good wall 
cowards her husband. ö 


Moman cannot poſſible doe anp 
thing that may make her Yule 
band moze in loue with der then 
te play the god Yuſwife in ber 
boale : Foz it nut encly doth bim 
god fo ſe bis wife lo thaiitily gi- 
auen; but beſides hee conceancth 
a god oppinion of her honeſtie, 
le ing her take ſuch great paines, 
and exerciſe — bodp in wozkes belonging to ber honle , | 
whereby ſhe getteth a naturall coullour, and that vertus 
00s vermillion, which falleth of neither with ſweating, | 
neither with weping . no2 with blowing , no2 with wiltz- | 
ing: which makctly him deny her no ncct ſary thing be- | 
longing to the heuſe. 
Alſo when be ſeth her ſo car cfall fo koepe them in god 
oder. which is not the faſhion of thoſe light dul wines, that 
live without doing any thing, without cat ing foz bulband, 
childzen, oꝛ anp other honſhould bufines: ſhe wing man- 
feſtly that though her body be in the houſe, pet ber minde 
is abzoad, which ſaundeth to ber owne ſhame, and the hul⸗ 
bands great diſpꝛoflt. 
Foz it is well knowne, _ the ePiltris is buiſted i in 
va⸗ 
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vanities, the ſeruants take litie care of ber pꝛolt, but loke 
to their owne matter, as the common ſaping is, while the 
miſtreſſe plapetu, the maide ſtrayeth, and as the Mift 
ought baſily toloke about ber douſe, ſoit is vnſ@mely foz 
the buſband to meddle with matters within d@zes. 

Xutifhishap be ſo ill to bane a foliſh wife, then it ſtan⸗ 
deth him vpon to ſupply her imperkeaions. 

But thole men are to be laughed at, who haning wiſe 
and ſufficient wines, will (as ttep (ſap ) (ct their Bens 
to b2zod, ſeaſon the pot, dzelle their cwne meate, teach ths 
Chamber-matides, and take their wiues cffice frem ber: 
ſuch bulbands offend their wines much, ſhewing thcrebp 
that eytber they miſttuſt them, o2 delpiſe them . 

Beſides that they doe much wzong to themſelues, and 
(ew thereby their want of humanitie foz if thep were imo 
pleid abzoad in matters ofimpoztance, belonging to men 
ot diſcretion, tbey would (being at home) be now deſirous 
rather to take their eaſe, then trouble their wife and ſer - 
uants in medling with their matters 

Furthermoze, they wonlde conſider with themſelues, 
that the rule ofthe bouſe belongeth to tbe wife , and that 
God hath mate women moze fearefall then men, tothe 
end they ſhould be moze fit foz the wary matching and ke - 


ping of the houſe , wherevnto a carefull feare oftentimes 
is requiſite : J deny not but the huſband ought to know 


bow matters goe in his houſe, to pzovide abzoad fog things 
accozdingly, and now e then to cozrea ſome faults which 
his wife perchaunce epther will not, oz cannot. 

But it is great reaſon that ſhe beeing as it were, the 
terne of the houſc)the buſband ſhonlo commit vnto her the 
whole gonerment of it, as a thing belonging bnfo ber. 

Foz the reſt pou muſt know, that as in aducrſitie and 
trouble true friends are knowne: ſo the wife cannot by a- 
ny meanes moe ſurely binde the godWwill ol her huſband 


to her foz euer: Then by Cicking to him faithfally in bis 


nede 
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n&de and aduerſitie, which ſome women do not, who will 
gladly be partakers of the pꝛoſperitp oftheir huſbands. but 
will not willingly take part of their troubles: Fozgetting 
the example of the fayze and wiſe wife of Netluidates, who 
foz her bnſbands (ſake, caiiſcd ber ycad to be poled,and fra⸗ 
med her ſelle to ride, and weare armour like a man, and ſo 
accompanied him valiantly, faithfully, and patientlp, in 
all his (roubles and pcriis , which gane her luſband won⸗ 
derfull comfozt in his adnerſitp,andlect the wozld to vnder⸗ 
ſt and, that there is nothing ſo troubleſoine and grenious, 
but that the two harts of the huſband and wife taſt linked 
together, are able to ſappoꝛt it, and to paſſe all griefe and 
anno p awap, 

@hercfoze when the hulbands are afflicted with any in⸗ 
fir mitie, eptber of boop oz minde, let the wiues be ready 


both in woꝛde and dade to comfozt them, wherebp thep 


ſhall ſe their lone will grow mozec feruent and faithfull : 
Wut now foz concluſton, tbe buſband and wife muſt count 
all tbings common bet wane them, baulng nothing of their 
owe in geruculer, no not ſo much as the body it ſelłe, and 
laying aide pzide, thep moit che re fullp (et their hands to 
thoſe things that àte to be done abont the houre, belonging 
to their cailing, and to ſtriue in well doing, one to ouer⸗ 
come an other: whereof will grow ſuch contented quict⸗ 
nes. as {;appily pꝛolong their liues to olde age: And by the 
bonde of lone and conc920, thep ſhall giue their childꝛen an 
example, to line in vnitie one with an other, and their ſer- 
nants to agra together in their buünes, and diſcharge of 
their duties. *

T Of the connerſation of Parents towards their Chil- 
dren. And ot the d:{a2reements that oſtentimes 
happen bet ixt tlie Father and che Sonne . 


ORASMVCH now as 1 
baue made mention of Childzen 
and pouth, I thinke it it that (rom 
dence fozth, accozding to my de⸗ 
termination. toſpeake of the con- 
nerſation that ought to bee be- 
twane the Parents and the Chil⸗ 
dzen: Foz J thinke it a matter 
very expedient to be let downe, 
the ozderg — they onght to obſcrue togither ,foz that 
euen among ſt them, there is not foz the moſt part J feund 
— god agræ ment, and that diſcrœt dealing which ought 
to be. 

Foz the wozld is now come fo this paſſe, that the child 
is no ſoner come to any vnder ſtanding, but that be begin⸗ 


neth ts caſt in his head of his fathers death: as a litle child 


riding on a time behinde his father, ſaid ſimply vnto him: 


Father when pou are dead, J ſhall ride inthe ſaddle, Yea 


tbere are many great and ligauiſh childzen, which wiſh 
and wozlie the death of their fathers. 

Che (ault whercof J know not fo whoin IJ choulde 
impnte it, whether to the fathers , which kepe not their 
childzen in ſuch awe, nepther bzing them vp inſuch ſoꝛt 

as 
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as they ought to doe, oꝛ to the childzen who know net holn 
much thep are beholoing to their fathers: But in m u:ind 
I conclude that the childe rather is to be in the fault, who 
cannot bzing any adion againlt his father, thongh he dos 
dim neuer (0 great wong. 

Kir ſt ok all therefoze will J begin to ercuſe the father 
whom ſane will thinke to be in fanlt, who daght to haue 
inſozmed him in his dutie, when he was young and ten⸗ 
ver. 

t the father giue his lonne god le ſſons and he wil not 
hearken vnto them, what can he doe moze. 

Af the father offereth Jnſtructions to bis child with his 
right hand, and the childe recepueth them with the leſt, 
what fault is the father in: None but this in mp opinion) 
bat that he beferreth tillenening, to giue him thoſs In- 
firucions which hee ſhoulde bane ginen him eariy in the 
mozning, at the ſunne riſing, J meane whilſt he is poung 
enen az it were with the milke of the narſe, not confive- 
ring that in tender mindes, ss it were in wax, a man map 
mae what impꝛt ſſion he liſt. 

But J know not how to ercuſe the chilozen, who after 
their fatyer hath nouriſhed and bzonght them bp carefaily 
vnder the learned men, and inſtructed them in the faith 
of Chꝛiſt: inthe end run attrap, liuing lewdly, bing fozth 
frutt vawozthp their bzinging vp . 

J maruaile not ſo mach, that a child verfuouflp bꝛonghe 
bpſometime fallett out naught, but J coant it ffratinge 
and as if were againſt nature, that both the father and 
the (onne, being both honeQ men, and toz their god deu⸗ 
ling well (paken of bp all men, it ſhoulde often fall out 


that thep cannot agre together in one houſe, but line fn 


continuall Crifc and variante, and agrging well in pub⸗ 
like aff :p:es, ſtill diſagree about houſhold matters, whercs 
of Jconls bzing fozth many examples. 


But this X mult ſaꝝ that the ſonne in duty ought toſuffer

vis father to commannd oner him, and that be ought to o⸗ 
bay him, without any reſiſtance: And that their conuerſa⸗ 
tion map frame the better: 3 tbinke it neceſſaris to coun⸗ 
ſell tbe father, dow he ought to pzocede in his fatherlp iu⸗ 
riſdiction, that he ext de not the bonds of reaſon, and giue 
not his ſonne cauſe to finde fault with him. in his hart, and 
to thiake bindi!fe ill dealt withall by him; by meancs 
wherec!, be waxeth colve tn the loue andreucrence, be 
ought to beare to his father. 

A cannot foꝛget the oide ſaping, that few cbildzen are 
like the fathcr , and that many of them are wozle, and 
thoſe that are better, arc very rare and thin ſowen: theres 
foze J would willingly fearch out the caule, why ſa few 
Childzen reſemble the Father, and aniwere to the dope 
he conceaueth of them, 


CHAP, XIIII. 


q Of the great diſcomfort that Children man» tymes bring 
to their Parents, through their mil- deamcanor to- 
wards their parents: And of the euill ſucceſle 
that oftenty mes hapneth thereby. 


IRST it is to be conſidered that 
Childzen b2ing (mall oꝛ no com⸗ 
fozt to their Parents, if Naturs 
and Foztune be not well temperd 
in tbem; Foꝛ as a fruitful graine 
ſowen in a lople vnfit foz it,bzings 
eth fozthno increaſe: Do a child 
that is naturally ginen to lear- 
ning, will neuer doe well, if be 
beſet to bulbandꝛy: ſo much it behoucth tbe father to find 


. out in bis Childe⸗ had, mherevnto tte is moſt inclined. 


CTheretoze it behoaeth fachers to vle diſcretion in this 
poxnt, 
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poynt, that is to finde out the naturall inclinafſon of their 
childzen, the which is beſt done in their Jafancy, as'the 
pꝛouerbe is, that by the mozning it map be gathered, how 
all the day will pꝛoue alter, whether it will be ep 
faire o; foule, 

I tbinke tis counſell moſt neceFKarp to be reals by 
the fathers, who loꝛce their Childꝛen to enter into trade | 
of life, weich is altogether contrary to their mindes , and 
therefoꝛe no maruaile tbough they receive ſmall comfozt 
of them; Foz thereof many times inſueth the diſhonoz of 
their bouſe, and which is wozle great effence towardes 
Go? as when pwze bopes are put to ſtudp diuinitie, who 
euen fcom their mothers wombe deſire the warres. 

Lyole fathers that ſet their childzen to things confrary 
to their diſpoſition, ars rather tobe pittied then blemed: 
toz that happenetb commonly foz lacke of taking ba de. 
but thoſe whyich th2zuſt their childzen into Colledges bes 
koze the are of peares, tochwſe oz refoſe that life: Are 
no doubt greatly te be blamed foz that they bzing their 
childzen to it, epther though fcare, oz thzough talſc per- 
ſwaſions: which is not bing elſe, but to withſtand tbe will 
of Sod, and io take from the ir child zen that fre chorce 
Which God of bis dine gednes, bath pꝛomiſed them. 

Khbcrefoze if the father be carefull of the loue and qui- 
et of bis houſe, let him be alſo cateſull to know whether 
his lonnes mindes, be ginenepther to learning, ez to ar⸗ 
mies, oz to yu{bandzy, oz to marchandize, and wen hee 
ch all perceiue he hath dꝛa wne him out of the right, iet dim 
make him returne into it fo:thwith, and (ct him againe 
where he lthoulb be, otherwiſe lei him allure dimlelte, that 
a thing ill begun will come to a wozle end. 

Seeing we are to ſearcb why childzen oftentimes fall 
not out accoꝛding to the god hope of their parents, wee 
bane neede to begin at the milk they ſucke in their cradles, 
foz that the nurles milke is of (ach fo ce, that the vſe ther⸗ 
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of maketd the child take after ker, then after the mother 
which bzougdt him into the wozld: and when remember 
the cuſtong of diners women in Fraurce, who bzing vp 
their Jafantsonely with the milke of beaſts: J tbinke 
thereof it commeth chat ditiersof them are ſoflerce and crns 
ell. that by their ul like, manp of them ſbhcw themſclacs 


ſcarte to be indned with that rec(onp;oper to meu. 


* from the warrcs laden with the (poyles of 


Jam ot mind without doubt, theft the «ffeas of the mills 
is marue lous. and it is atbing ccrtaine, that it a lambe be 
nouriſhed with the milke of a Ooate, 02 a Hidd with the 
ml!ke of a peaw, the L1dd will hane a viry ſoft hapze, cnd 
the Lambe a very rough and darzy woll. 

And therefo2e it is thought that as the childe by reaſon 
of the milke. taketh after tbe complerion of the Aurle. 

Do the viſpoſition of the minde. fol owcth the compleris 
on ofthe body: and thereof allo it cemmetb, that the dangh- 
ters of honcſt women, oftentimes pꝛeut aitogethcr vn-lite 
them both in body and inde: ſo that to diliner Childzen 
from their mothere to narſes, canne: be lato to be other 
then a cozrupting et natute. 

Bat if wee honlo make mention of this frſt nourich⸗ 
ment, we ſhould dane ſpoken of it. when we diſconrſed of 
vnfoztunate miariages , but A neythcr {pake of it there, 
nepther will doe here. 

The realon 4 fozbeare to ſpeakt of it, is, fo2 that wes 
men at this day, arc ſo curious of their comlines, oz rather 
of their vanity, that they had tstter to pernert the nature 
of their childzen then chaunge the fozme of thcir hard and 
round papps . 

Whereof it commeth often to paſſe, that the child en 
falhloning themſelucs te the humonrs of their nurſes, 
(warue from the loue and dutie they owe to their mothcrs, 
and baue not in them the bloud which moneth then: to 8s 
be p: which is manifeſt by the example of a baſtard in Italy, 
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the enemy, had bis mother and bis nurſe comming befeze 
bim, de gaus to his mother a iluer ring, and ts dis nurſe 
a chayne of golds , which die mother miſliking with, bs 
talde ber, ſhe was to blame to dee lo, ſa ing: Poa boze ms 
but nine nonethes in pout wombe, but my nurſe kept me 
with her (cats the ſpace of two peares, that which J hold 
of you is my body, which you gane me ſcarce dont ſtl, but 
that wbich J haue ot her pꝛoca ved of a pure affection. 

And mozcoucr as ſone as J wav bozne , pou depzined 
me of poar company, and baniſhed me pour pacſence : but 
ſhe moſt grattoufly received me (baniched as J was) be⸗ 
fwene her armes and vled me lo wel, that ſhe hath bzong?; 
me to tdis pou ſe: thele realons with others, Aopped bis 
mothcrs month,being »ſhamed,and made bis narſs furtter 
in loue with bim: but retarne we againe to our matter. 

Deing that diuers women will not be the whole mo⸗ 
ther cf the ir chilozen, they ongbt atleaſt to be cats full, to 
choſe god nurſes andof a god complczion. 

Fo2 as the firſt abuſe began in ſetting out their chilszen 
to nurſe: ſo conicquently foltotycd the lacond, not te tcl⸗ 
ped the nature of the nurſe. 


CHAP XV. 


C Herein 1s ſhewed the occafions of the orcat diffe- 
rence, that ottentimes hapneth hetweene the 
Parents and their Children. 


V T nowlet vs goc fozward, to ſhew 
the occaũiens of the difference batwans 
tre fathcrs and their childzen , bolbing 
lo; ecrfat:ie, that the differences pꝛoce⸗ 
deth from tbe tradc of life the ctalde 18 
ſet t andthcretozc I ſay. that it is not 
tuough foz the fathcr to kuow where- 
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onto his child is not naturally ginen: if after ward he in- 
deauour not to aſſift him, and care fully to pꝛouide to places 
bim in that Art oz Stience that be moſt deſires. 

Anotder cauſe ofthis difference bet wenne tbe father and 
the childe, is when the father loueth bunſelfe better then 
bis child kæping him with him to plap witball , without 
taking any care to ſet bim to maſters wyich may inſtrua 
him in Learning. oz tothe Court, ez to thoſe pzofcfſions, 
wherevnto bis mind is maſt incthned. 

In this manp wegithy fathers greatly offend, who 
beare themſe lues bolde vpon their gods, and neuer take 
care foz the bzinging vp of their thildzen, in learning and 
vertue, bat (uffer their wits to be dalled with idlencs, and 
gluttony, that (as the pꝛouet be is) they know not chaffe 
from coʒne, but grow to baue as god iudgement as the 
Ale, which iudged the Cackoes ſinging, to be moze ſwerts 
then the Nightingales: but now ſome will ſap, that the 
moꝛe the father kepeth his childꝛen about him the moze he 
maketh their manners like to bis. 

But ſuch men are dece iued fo2 the life of the olde father 
is na pattcrne foz the pouug ſonne to ape bis dotngs vp: 
and beſides in time he wlll accuſe his father, fc2 that ha- 
ning oppertunitie to ſend dim abzoad to get wealth and e⸗ 
imat ion, he kept him at bome, and thereby hindzeth his 
pzeferment: f[yerefoze thoſe fathers that loue tbcir chil- 
dzen will not by keeping them vnder their wings, hinder 
their pzcferment, foz in my iudgement the father ſhewes 
his child the greater ſigne of godwill, in letting them goe 
from him, then in ke ping him at home, fo; thereby he pze- 
fers bis childs pzofit befoze his owne , andif he lone him 
as be ongbt by nature: he muſt alſa lone his p;eferment , 
and ſ&ke fo better his eſtate, liking better that be ſhould 
dye like a hozſe in a battell , then liue like a hogge in the 
mire. 


JF haue yet made no mention of fathers, which are in- 
dued 
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dued with learning, ſufficient to make his childe partaker 
of bis knowledge, toz ind s thep be very rare,anbifthers 
be any ſach, pet thep will not oz they cannot take ſuch 
paines, noz [ye themſelnes toſuch a charge, hauing other 
buſines. . 

Marry if they would vndertake it, there is no doubt but 
great god would come of it, foz that the father would in- 
ſtrict the child moꝛe carefally, and the child wonlo recctae 
it moze hedcfally of bis father, then of his meitter, 

Fo; Cato of Rome, himlelfe taught tis ſonns, and 
bzought him 10 great perfection, without the helpe of any 
gonernour oz maiſter, 

Likewiſe Octauian Auguſtus being Emperour toke no 
ſcozne to teach his two adoptine ſonnes: but the taiquitie 


of this oar lime is (ach , that men would count it a mons | 


fterous thing to le a father being a gentleman to teach his 
ſonne, but the ſhame of thoſe fathers is greater, who being 


neither ſufficient noz willing to teach their childzen ttem- 


ſelues tahie no care to pnt them out to be in ſtruded by o- 
thers, (u:h men in my indgement are very ſimple, and 
know not theT{ff:rence betweene the learned and the ig⸗ 
nozanc. 

Pet fo2 all that, the abuſe ot this age (sſach, that the 
men of out time, will not haue their ſonnes bzeake their 
heads with ſtady and in a manner millike that thep lhonld 
reato, ſoꝛgetting quite, that the ignozant in compariſon 
of the legrned, are wozſe then dead, and that rich men 
wit dont learning, are budies without minds, and tearmed 
by Diogines, thepe with golden flects: anotherefoze 
fhep ought to be moze carefull to inſtruc their childzen in 
learning, fozas the poze are dziucn to udp by neceſſity, 
ſo the rich arc hindꝛed from it by ſaperfluitie: and they cons 
ſider no vatillit be to late, that learning is moze neceſla- 
ry fo; rich men, then foz poze: foz the rich haue moze dea⸗ 


lings iu the wozld, * moze neede of wit then tbe 
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peozer ſezt, fo; riches are bz/ttle and frar le, and can bard⸗ 
IplaC, without the be kept with great wif and wiſdome. 

And it tscertaine that a man ltucth better with a littie 
gotten be labonr, then a grcat deale given dim by fortune, 
and thoſe which war pꝛoud thzangyh aboundance cfrichrs, 
he lu themſelaes not to know wat happened tothe ſnatle 
that made bis bzaggs bow he bad gotten to the top of the 
pine tre, a litle befoze a tempeſt blew it downe . 


CHAP. XVI. 


CT Of the great wiſedome of men, in gettin of riches 
and of the excellencie of many good and lear- 
ned Mailtets, now in thus age. 


ET vs nowgoe a little furder, 
and conſider that thote wbicy arg 
wile, the richer they are, the bet- 
ter thcp will confider with; trem⸗ 
ſt lues bowrichcs arc gottcn with 
trauell, kept with feare, and left 
with griefe: ard that be which 
putfcth his traſt in them ſhall be 
deceived : fozthe true ricbes are 
thoſe, which cannot befoſt being 
once gotten, andtherefaze wile fathers will be carctull to 
bzing vp their childzen in learning, pc iſwading tzem that 
they ars neutr rich, vntul they be learned. 

T here are in this age many maſters excellent is lear- 
ning, and yet le wd in life: the;efoze it is the fathcrs wiſe- 
dome to be verp wary in the chopſe of them, kaft what 
his ſonne getteth ene way, be /oſ{ety another way, fo2 be 
mult haue as great cart ts make him vcrtuons 28 lear- 
ned, and he muſt haue moze care to make him god, then 
to lgaue himriches .

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Foz as one ſaid, if thy ſonne be wiſe and hone, (how | 


Galt leave dim god enough : but if be be a foe, thou ſhalt 
leave him to mach: fo2 tles are not fit to poſſe ſſe riches. 

- Now , ifthe child be not giuen to learning, the Father 
muſt not faple to imploy him ſome other wap: fo2 there 
is nothing moze danngcrons then an idle young man: and 
as the tre that bloſlometh not in the ſp;ing time, bzingeth 
fozth no fruit in barue ſt, ſo he hall ntuer come to line do⸗ 
neſtly wien he is a man, who is not vertacuſly exerciſed 
whileye is a child, 


CHAP. XVII. 


q Of thecui!l ſucceſſe of many children, through the 
impcrtcctions of their Parents. 


VT amengtt the ether ocraſions of the 
ill ſucc eſſe of childzen, this is one, when 
the father is careles, to make them in 
ti nt to raile themſclues from the ground, 
mp mcaning is, that the father being 

* = carefallof his ſonnes aduauntement, is 
many times ſo curious to ſæ htm inſtruded in woꝛlolp mat» 
ters, that, fuzgettiag bow the beginning of Witſedome, 
is the feare of God, be taketh no care at all to iu ſtruu him 
in the Chziſtian Fayth: wbereof it commeth to paſſe that 
manp bnhappy chilozen trayncd dp altogetber in wo:ldlp 
aſtapzes, and depzincd ofthe trus light, cannot ſæ te right 
wap, but runneth into perditton. 

Fo: the wiſedome of the wozld, Is folly with God, and 
it is a thing impoſſible foz him to liue well that knoweth 
not God. 

Therefo;ze J would haue parents tö take care doth fog 
the minde and body of their Childzen : bat becauſe the 
minde becing the * it is xeaſon to caft our 
chu fe ſt 
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cha leſt care vpon it. 

And foz that the minde in Infants is lihe a table boke 
wherein nothing is wzitten, and like a tender twig which 
may be bowed ruerp wap, itisclcare, that vertue oz vice 
map be eaſily planted in it, and foz that it is knowne by 

2ofe, that theſe tbings are kept beſt in memozy, which 
are learned in penth: Fathers og torniirun their Chills 
dꝛen in tbe beſt thing they can, efpcctatip in the feare and 
loue of C od, volding it toz a gencrall rite , that be which 
knoweth curry thing, ant knoweib not God, knowecth no⸗ 
thing, butiftic fatie! be diligent to inftren his child2en 
in tbe Lawe of Gon, hc ſhall get his toy by it, that bis chil- 
den thereby will doe him the moze bononr and reucrenee , 
knowing that it is gods will thep ould do ſo. 

But now let vs returne againe tothe fozmer occaſion 
of the ill (uccefe of childzen, to which map be added this, 
When the father ſettcth befoze them a ſtapned and ſpotted 
glaſe totoke in, that is, when be gineth chem ill cxample, 
which the Romances were very circumſpect in, whoſe mo⸗ 
deſt was lo great, that the father would neuer bathe him⸗ 
lelfe in the company of bis ſonne, to2 it is counted a great 
fault in the lathet, to ſaffcr himſelſe to be (&ne naked by 
big ſonne. | 

It is no maruaile though Cato put Manlius out of the 
Senat of Romc, onelp foz kiſſin g his wife in the pꝛelente 
of his daugbter. 

Chereloꝛe the father ought abcne all things to ſhew dim 
ſclte ſuch bcfoze tbem, as be wilheth they ſheuld be : fo; 
tbe maſter doth not them ſo mach god by his inftraction , 
as the father doth them barme bp bio evuill crample, foz 
they are by nature lead rather to follow bis fteps, then 
their maſters p;ccepts 

Foz it is ſo naturall a thing, fo2 the ſonne fo reſemble 
the father in wickedqualities, as [wearing curſing , and 
ſuch other vices, that if by chaunce ſome child doc not fols 
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low bis father in them but lineth vertuouſly: pet the woz io 
will ſcarce beleeus that de doth ſe, by rea ſon of the tuill 
opinion thep bane ofthe father, but rather will thinke that 
the childe is bep2e to his vices. as well as to dis lands: and 
when tbey can find no fault with dim any way, ſome one 
oꝛ other will not ſtick to hit him in the tath, that be was 
the (onite of a wicked man, 

Like wile if the fatber be honeff., and the ſonne le lor, the 
fathers god name is called in queſtion thzongh the ſons 
follp, 

And many men thinke it bnpoſſible that the ſonne ſhould 
tread aw2y, vnles bc wcre by bis father led thereto. 

Ant thcreupon it is thought, that tboſe men which vſe 
fo ertreame ſeuetitie towardes their childzen is not done 
lo much vpon diſpleaſure that take againſt them, as (oz the 
care then haut to maintaine their ownc credit. 

I won'>tierefozc haue all fathers to frame themlelues 
fo lwe well andszderly, as well foꝛ thcir owne fakes, as 
foz tbe bencfit of their childzen, who ſetng vertne ſhining 
in their fathers deeds, will haue & defirenn all godnes to 
folloiv their eps. 

F02 loben cdildzen (& their fathers ſeruants of the bonſe 
ffand zencrentiy wailttyg vpen bim, and ready at the Holds 
ing bp of bis finger, to ds his commaundements,they will 
thereby fske example te Doc their du ic |ikewiſe , and not 
be leſſe obcdient then leruants and ſtraungets, and be des 
inden udur to be like to their father in da des, that they may 
in time to tome receiue the like reverenceof their ſrruants, 
as they ſe tde it father doe of bir: Fo2 the fatber that gi⸗ 
ueth an ill cxampfe to the child, in time ſhall be had in con⸗ 
lempt by the child, ſo that de hall nerther reccine luctone 
of bim in his latter dapes. noz at his death, that laũi duty 
to cloſe vp his cycs: beſides tbe father ung diloꝛderiy mas 
ny fimes make hand of thoſe gods which bis Chiltzen 
(Qhonldhiuc by, | 
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J will now paſſe further to moꝛe occaſions of the vn⸗ 
foztanate courſe et lite, Letwane the faiber ard the child, 
whereofthereare t wo that come into in nunde: the ons 
is v den tbe father is moze then a mothet, the other when 
pe is moze then a father. 

y meaning bow be ſhould be moze tf ena mother. is. 
when de is io blinded that be lati not toe impcrfecnions uf 
his childe.s2if be ſa them, vet is ready to comancnd them, 
oʒ ta excule them in (ach ſoꝛt, that if his ſonne be haughty 
oʒ bare-bzain'd, de termeth him conragious :if bc be baſe- 
minded, de connfeth him modeſt; if a pꝛatiuig bop, be will 
haue him an Dꝛatoꝛ and in flattering thus bim{itc, de 
tbinkes dun the beſt Childe in the wozid: with which 
bliadnes, the fathers of one onely childe, arc foz the moſt 
part d: ucken.

Huſt nede* in this place menti- 
on vbnto you a pcuth ot fiftenc 03 
uxt ene peares of age, of aready 
wit, buf otherwiſe vicicos and 
lewd of life which hapncdtbzongh 
the fault of the father and mother, 
who were ſo far trom co:reaing 
bim, that tbey durſt not lo much 
as thzeatenhim,no; lap anp wozd 
to him that mig dt diſpieaſe him: and Jremember when 
be was fue oz firc yeares olde, if any tolde them — 
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they muſt rebuke rim foz ſame faulte he had done, they 
would excuſe bim by and bp, laping. de was not pet of age 
to know bis fault; And being ſeanen oz eight peares olte 
they woulde ncurr beats him, noz thzeaten bim, lea ſt 
thzeugh ſame great ft are bis blond ould be chafed oz ins 
flamed, wherebp he might be caſt into an agae . 

Ko, at ten peares olde, they thought not god to trouble 
noz moleſt dim, alledgiag that ſtripes andthzcats would 
fo much pull downe his courage, and take from dim bis 
ſtout and pꝛeud ſtomacke, and though now foz bis baugh- 
ty conditions he be hatedof all the whole Cittie. yet thep 
leaus not to exc'ile bim A ill, ſaping. de muſl firſt grow, 
and then after be wiſe, ai. o tyat within fc w daycs they wil 
ſend him toſcvolc, where he ſhail learne wit. 

But now many a one lokes when hee (ball be of age 
fo [i hanged o::the yallewes, to brare dim be foze the 
people to lap the fault vpon bis father and mother, and 
iuſt iy curſe their foliſh lone, and ſban:t fuli coc bering, at⸗ 
temptivg as ane did once, to teate their nole and thcir 
earcs of with his teth. 


CHAP. XIX. 


I Yfachilde beof neuct ſo good a wit, yet for want of 
good bringing vp, gtoweth to be ouer · bad. and baſc 
in conditions: and tlus oftentimes fallerh out, 
by the cockering of their Parents. 


Y this cxrample in the fozmer Chapter

it is an hard matter foz a mother to be fond of her childzen, 
and wiſe both togetber: but yet the right loue , is te beate 
and coꝛrea them. when the ſhall deſerae it, fo; certainely 
the rod doth not (cen the mothers loue, bat ratyer in- 
creaſcit:fo2 ifthecrcefle of lout be to be blamed in tbe mo⸗ 
ther, mach moze is it to be repzoned in the father: whele 
part it is ta examine. and cozre his childꝛens fanlts, aſſu⸗ 
ring bimſilte the onelp way to (pople them, is to be to 
much fond and tender ouc t them. 

Ent now J muſt tell pou, which be theſe fatbers. that 
J call moze then fathers. in mp oppinion thep be thoſe, 
wich are to cruell to their coildzen, ans beate them cons 
tianallyp like Canes fo2 the leaſt fault in tbe wozld, 

Truelp thoſe fathers are to be miſlike d of all men, ſoz 
that witoout any diſcretton they meaſure their cbildꝛen by 
themlelues, and reqdite at their bands a matter impoſſible, 
whicy is to bane them be olde in their youth, not ſuffering 
them to into that liberty which is alowed to their age and 
in my unade, they deſcruc no other name then of ®chole» 
maiſters, fo2 that thep cannot manner their childzea well, 
vnleſſe they haue a rod in their hand: fo2 if te were right 
fathers t2ep would be content that their childzen choulde 
learneof them nothing elſc bat torefreyne from doing ill, 
and to vſc to doe that which is ge*'d and done ſt, which a 
childe is b2ought tw. rather by lone tbe bp fozce : but 
the authozitie which ſame vn-wile ſaibers take voon the m 
is ſo great, that without reſpediug age, time, oz place they 
will kape their childzen vader by tozce, and make them 
doc enery thing coatrary to naturt.pea euta to wearetheir 
apparel! after the faſhion of the god men of the time paſt, 

In this thep doo amiſſe, and bereby they make their 
chllozen not tolone them hari2lp, and to obey them ra- 
ther foz feare thin aff. dion: And beſides. thcp confider 
not that the beating without meaſure , and the ke ping 

them 
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idem in continuvll feare, is the cauſe t6{f a man cannot 
jnvge fo what manner of life thep are by nature inclined 
(902eoacr it dulleth their wits, and repzeCeth their na- 
turall ſtrengtb, in ſuch ſozt that their is no liue l ſpirit le tt 
in them: and comming in any company, they know ney- 
ter which way toloke , noz what to doe but Rand ue 
ample Idtots. 

Kbero I give this connſe!l vnto all parents, to franc 
their butchery beating, and conſider rather that fo2 lacks 
of peares, their childzen cannot bave perica> bnderſfand- 
ing and erpeitence in thinges. wherebeg ibep are to be 
bozne withall when they doe amiſſe,

as the one dziues them to dt ſperat ines, ſo the other bin- 
geld them to wantonnes. 

We mnſt tbinke that a childe hath giuen vnto him a 
father and s mother, to!be end that of the wiſedome of ths 
one and tyc loue of the other, that meane I ſpeak of might 
be made, and that the ſcarritie of the fathcrmay be ſom⸗ 
what mittigated bp the kvity of the mother,

| ther, after parti all laus is once entered into his hart, to 
giue iuſtice indiſferently. 

Tye greater is the wiſzdome of the father, who p;efer- 
ring tbe deſcrts of his chiidzen, befoze bis owne partiall 
loue maketh bisſences ye&ld to reaſon, and ſheweth him- 
q ſclfe in deeds a like towards all. 

JI will not deny, but the father by his avthozitie map 
| diſtribute bis fauours as be («th god, to one moze. to an 

other leſſe, acco;ding to tit ate and doings ot his childzen, 
| foz as by gentle vſage he inconrageth a cd1ild that is well, 
| giuen to doe well ſo by hard handling, be may bzing one 
| a that is vntoward to godaes: Yea if he baue any childe 

that is paſt grace, without any bope of reconerie, be may 
| lawfally not oncly ione him lefefhen the reſt, but quite 
| caſt bim out of bis fauout: | 

Bat thoſe fatters are greatly to be blamed, who with 
: vniuſt partiality, and without any reaſonable confiderati- 
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on will vſe one child as ligetimate, the other vnlawfoll : 
whereofit fallowetd that be which is ſo meancly accouns 
ted of, doth not ont iy faple in etfidion to his kindzed, buf 
begianethto fall to: cret warre, with bis owne bzothers: 
wyereby the fatter that might e ſtablich peace and cons 71 
cozd amongſt dis cbildzen, ſhall by his partiality plant as 
mongſt them a rote of continuall diſcoz5: Therefoze the 
fatber ought to be well adaiſco how de pzeferreth in god 
will one cyilde befo;e an other, and not to doe it upon cs 
uery ligdt occaſion 

J likewiſe thinke it a great folly in lome fathers , that 
make ſome of then childzen their darling and minton with 
out ſeſng any towardnes in them in the wozld, and let e⸗ 
nero man to baue kn wledge of their fond x; caulles affectf= 
on: pet it often falleth out that thoſc chilozen by reaſon of 
their wanton and dilicate bzinging vp, pzoue daults and 
Umple ſotts: whereas contrariwiſc thoſe which are ba- 
niſhed :rom their fatbers lous, and dzinen to ſhift ſoz them⸗ 
ſelaes, doe oftentimes be 2hcir owne paine and trangll, lo 
aduaunce their eſtates that thep are in better caſe, then 
their fatber oz their lawfall bzothers, to whom off-times 
thep affozdayde and ſaccoar in their diftreles: we map 
baldely then ſay. that the in-iuſtice of the father, bzedeth 
diſagreement betwane bis childzen and bimſelfe, 

But now againe to our purpoſe: It is commonly ſeene, 
and that foz the moſt part thoſe childzen which are moſt 
made of, fall ont the wozſf, and haue many muiſfoztunes : 
which makes me remember a pzety Jeſt of an Ape that 
bad two poung ones at a litter, whereof (he looed the one, 
and carcd notbing fox the other: Which Ape vpon 8cca- 
ſion was d;tuca from her den, and hauing taken that which 
ſhe loved in her armes, and tyed the otter at her backe, in 
running, (be ſtumbled and fell bowne againſt the bald 
ground, and ſo killed her poung one, ſhe had in her armes, 
and loued (a well, but the other which was at her backe 
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bad no harme at all whereby we map ſ@ that the Father 
ofttimes doth pennance fo2 his fonones , 

But to refarne to our matter, there is pet remaining 
one occaſion of the diſagrament betweac the Fatber and 
tbe Childe, wh{cb is when the Father will not ſaffer bis 
ile zen to come fozth of their Infancy, meaning that 
Wben cyther the2zough the aut hozitie of olde age, oz ceuet⸗ 
onines, the father(though his Childꝛen be growne to mans 
eſtate) will alow them neither moꝛe liuing noꝛ moze libers 
tp tbenthep had wben they were Childzen: therefoze let 
al men leat ne $know,that Childzen now avayes are bezne 
wiſe, and have grarhatres in pouth: and as men line not ſo 
long in thcſe dapcs, as they dis in times paſt. ſs they grow 
ſoner to tipene t of u it now, eb tbey did htretufoze. theres 
koze I am to aduiſe the Father (if he tender tbe well doing 
of dis Chilve,)to alow dim with diſcretion, ſome liberty in 
matters of the Youſe . (nffcing bim ſometime to inuite fo 
welcome e make his companions god cheare,togituecnter- 
tainment to ſtrangers. and as occaſion al ſerie to ble the 
gods ef the houle to ſet ae dis turne but abone ali things he 
muſt Kill coanſell the Sonne fo play the god baſband,e to 
ſa to things abont home whercby de map be able to ka pt 
t augment his eſtate, q Ap bimſe lte tro falling into decay, 

Yercof will riſe thꝛœ god eff as: the fic is tbr loue of 


the ſonne. who ſu ing bis father wicthdzaw bimſelfe by litls 


t little, fi 8 che gouer ment of the houſe, to the intent to pat 
him in bis roms receiuety therby wonderful contentment, 
and thinketh htinſciſe in mind much bound vato dim, e no: 
onely honozeth bim, but witheth him long to live on carth. 

The le cond is the commoditie of the ſenne, who by this 


-meanes,aftcr his ſathers death,ſhall vaue no nu de to lake 


counlel at dis friends kinſfolks hanvs noz to put the ozÞe» 
ring of his honle te the diſcretion of his ſernants, hauing by 


. the fozefigbt of his fathcr.al things long befo2c in bis owne 


bands. io (hat þ gouerment-ef his hoaſe ſhall not be firange 
noz 
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no2 troubleſome vnto him, as it is to many, when they haue 


loff their Father. i : 
The third, is the \weete reſt, and content of minde, which 


the Father iniopeth in his old dayes, both fo2 that he feeleth 


himſelfe ridde from all wozlvly troubles; and beſides ſeeth 
his Donne by his example, gouerne his houſe oꝛderly: and 
fo2 my part, I count it the chiefett felicitie in this wozld, foꝛ 
a man to haue about him a number of goodly Childꝛen, which 
are growne to perfection; whom he may tearme the light of 
his eyes, and the ſtaffe of his age: and mee thinkes it muff 
needes be a greater comfozt to the Father to ſee a p2oofe of 
his Childe, and how diſcreetly he can diſpoſe ot his lyuing, 
and 92der his houſhould, then to doe it himſelfe : now when 
the Father ſhall be arriued to the hauen of ſuch happineſle, 
mee thinkes he map iopfullp looke fo2 the laſt hower of his 
like, and die moſt contentedly. 

Het in the holy Dcriptures it is w2itten : Giue no autho- 
ritie ouer thee; neither to thy Sonne, neither to thy Wife, 
neither to thy Brother, nor to thy Friend: and giue not a- 
way thy liuing to another, while thou art aliue, leaft thou 
after ward repent it: Pet there haue been in time paſt, and are 
at this day, many wiſe Fathers, which depart with their Li⸗ 
uinges to their Childꝛen, and pet incurre no inconuenience 
by it; mary they doe it in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they neither bꝛing 
themſelues in ſubiection to their Childꝛen, noꝛ into ſuch caſe, 
that they are nat able to liue without them. 

But nom in b2tefe, J giue the Father to vnderſtand, that 
there is nothing in this wozld, wherein there ought moꝛe care 
and diligence to be beſtowed, then in the bꝛinging vp of Chil- 
d2en, fo2 thereof pꝛoceedeth foꝛ the moſt part, either the 
mayntenance, 02 the detay of Houles : qherefoꝛe he muft 
begin in time, to lurniſh their tender mindes with the feare 
and knowledge of God, and ſuch cosd conditions, that they 
may learne to liue, as if they were ſtill at the poynt to die: 
that he indeauour to keepe them in obepdience,racher by loue 
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then feare; and cauſe them to doe well, rather of their owne 
accod,then by infoꝛcement:pet how fo2zward ſo euer thep be, 
hee muſt not ceaſe to incourage and pꝛicke them fozwardc; 
knowing that there is no Hoꝛſe, but ncedeth the ſpurre; that 
he ſuffer them not to be idle, but ſct ui time to labour, the 
better to mdure it aiterward, 

That he enter not into rage and impatience wuh his Chil: 
dꝛen; toz a good Father vſeth I iledome in ſtcad ot Anger, 
and awardeth a ſmall puniſyment toꝛ a great fauit; and vet 
is not ſo fooliſh pittifull altogether to pardon it, knowing 
that as by ſparing the Rodde he may ſpill his Child; ſo by 
wearing it too much, he make him either dull, oꝛ defperat. 

That he pꝛouide them of good Paiſters to teach them; 
fo young Childzen muſt be pꝛopped vp like young Trees, 
leaſt the tempeſt of Utces cither bzeake them, oꝛ bow them 
crooked, 

That he ſuffer them not in any wiſe to haunt the company 
of ſuch people as will coxrupt with wanton ſpeaches, and 
naughtie conditions. 

That he be carcfull to marke in their childhoode, ts what 
kind of life they arc naturally inclyned, that he may diligently 
ſet them vnto it: fo2 an vncoward begining, hath cuer an 
valuckicending. 

That without iuſt eccaſion, he vſe no partiallitte amongft 
his Childzen, vuleſſe he be willing to ſet thein together by 
the cares; 

That in all his doinges, hee ſhew himſelke graue and mos 
deſt: and by doing well him lelic, giue his Childzen an ex. 
ample to doe the like: that in his olde age when his Sonnes 
ate growen men, thozough couctouſnelle, hee witholde not 
from them reaſonable ſtipendes to liue by: otherwiſe in 
ſtead in honouring him, they will wiſh him buried. | 

Finally, that he be ſo carcfull ouer his Childzen, that at 
his death, hee feele not his conſcience charged in hauing to 
make account fo2 his necligence in their behalte: 8 — 

im. 
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himſelfe, that amongſt all tlic abuſcs of the wozld, there is 
none woꝛſe, then auecligent Father: therefoꝛe he is mooued 
by Nature, pꝛicked in Conſcience, and bound in Honeſtie, ta 
haue a great care of his Childzen, 


CHAP. XXI. 


Hcere followeth the duetie ofthe Childe 
toward thc Parentes. 


Au T now to fall from the care ofthe Fa: 
ther, J will bꝛiefly ſpeake of the duetie 
of the Child : Foz all Childꝛen ought to 
| know, that bp Nature they are bound ts 

honour their Father and Mother: in do- 
ing ſo, God giueth his bleſſing, and pꝛa⸗ 

; nuteth the reward of long like; foz, next 
vnto God, there is none moꝛe to be honozed then the Pa⸗ 
rents. It the Father be churliſh and curſt vnto them, let the 
manzfould benefites receiued of him, counteruaile that crit» 
eltie, and contmue them in their duetie. 

Let Childzen take heed of moleſting their Parentes any 
way; but to ouercome them with pattence : fo2 they ſhall ne · 
uer fide a ſurer friend, then their Father: and they muſt al. 
wayes carry in their mindes, chat hee which ſtubbernly ttri⸗ 
ueth with his Father, pꝛouaketh the wꝛath of God agaiuſt 
him, ſo that he ſhall neither palle away his life quietly, no yet 
make his end honeſtly: Then let them ſo behaue themſeluts, 
that their Father haue no cauſe to curſe them, and wilh ill of 
them: fo God ſill heareth the pꝛayers of the Father agunſt 
his Childꝛen. 

Let them not thinke any ſerutce ſufficient torequite their 
Fathers goodneſſe towards them: foꝛ when they haue done 
their duetie, to the vttermoſt they can, yet * they not haue 
done all which they ſhould. 

I) 2. Laſtly, 
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Laffty,let them fticke to their Parents, in all troubles and 
aduerſicte, alluring themſeluts, that they which fozſake their 
Parents, fhall be foxſaken of God: and that is the greateſt 
offence that map be committed. 

Let all men be aſſured of this, that he ſhall haue the ſame 
mealure made him by his Childzen, as hce ſhall mete to 
his Father: like as there was a Father, who was dꝛiuen out 
of his owne houſe by his Donne, aud was faine to take vp his 
lodging in the Spitle-houle ; and ſeeing bis vukind Sonne 
vpon a day going by the dooze, pꝛayed him foz charitie ſake, 
to ſend him a paite of Oheetes to lie m: The Sonne moo. 
ued with his Fathers requeſt, was no ſooner come home, but 
he commanded one of his ſonnes to carry a paire of Shcetes 
ts the Hoſpitall to his Graundfather ; but the Child deliue. 
red but one af them, which his father blaming him foz,at his 
returne : hee anſwered, J will keepe the other foz you Fa- 
ther, when in your old age you ſhall goe to the Spitle-houle, 
as my Graund-father naw doth. idereby wee map learne, 
that our Childzen will deale with vs, ag wee deale with our 
Parentes . Ann this ſhall ſerve to cloſe bp our Diſcourſe, 
touching this matter, 


CHAP. XXII. 


Of che diuerſitie of the care that Parentes ought to 
take of their Daughters, in the bringing vp bf 
chem, more then they take for the  bring- 

ing vp of their Sonnes. 


. Dw will J make ſome particular mention 
; of Daughters; foz that the Father is to 


© toward his Sounes; yet diuers be the 

& maners of bzinging vp of Daughters in 

England at this day: foz, ſome 74 
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will not ſuffer their Daughters to ſet their foote foo2th of 
doo2es, not paſt once o2 twiſe in a ptare. Some will allowe 
them, nat onely to keepe company with their friendes and 
kinsfolke at home in the houſe, but allo to viſit their friendes 
ab2ode,and to be pꝛeſent ac Banquets t mecting of friendes. 
Dome will haue them taught to wzite and reade, and to haue 
ſkill in Puſicke: others will haue them learne nothing but 
to ſow and ſpiune, and gouerne the Pouſe: All theſe diuerſi⸗ 
ties, J will a little touch in this manner. 

Firſt, not to ſuffer a Mayde to go abꝛoad but once oꝛ twile 
in a peate, is the way to make her become fooliſh, tearefull, 
and out of countenance in companie. 

Now the other, which goeth abzode cuery day with her 
Mother, and haunteth F caftes and Banquets, meltech awap 
luke UWare in the fire; and dꝛiuing by little and little the may⸗ 
denly modeſty, out of her lookes and geſtures, there appea- 
reth in her a licencious and wanton behauiour; ſo that ſhe is 
rather taken fo2 a Mother, then a Mayde: and if there come 
no wozle of it, the Mather may allure her ſclfe, that in bꝛing⸗ 
ing her Daughter ſo often ab2oad in publicke places, maketh 
her thereby {elle yyized, aud wozle beſtowe d, then otherwiſe 
hee might bee. 

J ſap nothing of thoſe that are taught iu their Chambers 
to w2ice, to read, and ling, and neuer come downe into the 
Ritchin; but J will leaue that charge ta the pooze huſbands, 
— Qouſe goeth to decay, and all fa having ſo learned a 
wife, | 

Then ik pou caſt your epes vpon one of thoſe which can do 
nathing but ſow, e ſpinne; pou ſhall ſee in attpꝛe, in talke, and 
in behauiour, the very figure of a countrie Pilkemapde, who 
will haue as good a grace amongſt other women, as a Rit- 
chenſtuff-wcnch amongſt courtly Ladyes. 


It behooueth then all diſcreete Fathers, who are to be 
tow their Oaughters in _ to conſider of what cal» 
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ling his Sonne in law is like to bee, and ſo to frame his 
Daughter accoꝛdingly: as, tfhe purpoſe to marry her into 
the Countrep, to bꝛuig her vp in Countrey huſwuerte. JE 
the Father meanc to marry his Daughter to a Courtier, he 
mult let her to the Court to the ſeruice of ſome great Lady, 
and muſk be learned to read, to wzite, tu diſcourſe, to ſing, to 
play on Inſtrunients, to daunce, and to be able to per foꝛme 
all that, which belongeth to a Courtier to do: by this meanc g 
many are marryed to great Gentlemen, without one penny 
dowꝛie giuen by their Father. 

Some (J know) will alleadge, that the Father hath not 
alwapes his Donne in law in his flceue ; fo2 indeede Mari- 
ages are made in Heauen, and are guided by Deſtenie; ſs 
that the Father may be tenne peares in bꝛewing a matter, 
which in a moment he may be dꝛiuen ts change: therefoꝛe to 
conclude this matter touching Daughters, J can giue no 
fitter aduertiſement then this; that the Fathers beſtow all 
their ſtudie and diligence, to bzing them vp chaſt, as well in 
body as in minde: foꝛ a man waigheth it not much to haue the 
fleſh vnſpotted, if the minde be deftled; and therefoze it is 
needfullto put mto their heartes godly maginations, that 
from their inward puritie, there may ſhine outward modeſtle; 
and fo? that Beautie is afraple and dangerous thing, thoſe 
which are beautifull, haue ſo much the moꝛe need of that ver⸗ 
tue, to keepe their Beautie vnblemiſheo, foꝛ Beautie in an 
vnchaſt Woman, ſeructh to no moze purpoſe, then a golde 
Ring ina Swines ſnowte, 
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CH Ap. XXIII. 


Of the great diſagreemients and diſcontentments, 
that oftentimes doth happen bet cene tlie 
Nlatter and the Scruant. 


A A WP» (RT A Dilcourles(F, perceine) now 
EQ da neare to au eud, and we haue no⸗ 
x3 thing leit to lpeake ot, but the Dila⸗ 
greements that daply happencth be⸗ 
tweene Maiſters and Seruantes; of 
the which J will delate as followeth, 
De that will be a Paiſter # Com⸗ 
as Pounder of Fainilics, muſt as well 

N knaw how to ſerue and obey, as to 
controule and contmaunde ; fo? it is not ſo eaſie a matter to 
know how to commaunde, as to be a Maiſter: and although 
there be few that take vpon them the right courſe of a Pat- 
ſter, and can doe that, which belongeth vnto them to doe; yet 
almoſt in eucry Pouſe, Maiſters are ſo vndiſcreete, pꝛoude, 
fantaſticall, and inſolent, that they vſe their Seruantes no 
otherwiſe, then if they were ſlaues, ſpeakeing imperiouſly to 
them; becing not content, vnleſſe they ſee them tremble in 
their pꝛeſence; vſing no lpeach vuto them, but ſull ok terri⸗ 
tying, thꝛeatning, and reuiling. 

By ſuch maner of dealing, it commeth to paſlle, that Scr- 
uantes, though good and ſufficicnt, begin to grow naught, 
and to waxe coole in good-will, and necligent in duetie to⸗ 
towardes their Maiſters: But thoſe aiſters are moꝛe vn⸗ 
diſcreete, which bꝛawle and chide with their Seruautes be⸗ 
foze ſtraungers, whereby in munde they make the ſtraungers 
thinke they are ſcarte welcome to their houſe ; and beſides, 
thereby ſpight their Seruants the moſt ol any thing in the 

we}ld: 
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wozld : fo2 pzoofe whereof, when a Seruant ſeeketh a 4Pat- 
ſter, he neuer inquireth whether he be of an euill life; but whe⸗ 
ther he be hard to pleaſe z no: 

But in mp minde yet, thoſe are woꝛſe, which ſpeake ta their 
Seruantes with their handes; who belike, haue been beaten 
by their Paiſters, whom they ſerued befoze time, and there- 
foze they will reuenge it vpon their Seruantes then beeing, 
Other Paiſters are of this foud humoz, that they will haue 
their Seruants vnderſtande their minde, in making onely a 
ſigne,as if themſelues were dumbe, and their Seruants di⸗ 
umers. Some will haue their Seruantes doe thzee oz foure 
things at once, not hauing the iudgement to conſider, that (as 
a Sexton ſayd) a man cau not carry the Croſſe, and ring the 
Belles together. Some are ſo curious, that if they had a 
thouſand Seruantes, they would treuble them all, and neuer 
be content; fo2 that none of them all can pleaſe them: whoſe 
faſhion it is euery month to change a Seruant. 

ee haue in London heere, a Gentleman whom J well 
know, who about xc moneths fince, beſtowed vpon a Ser⸗ 
tant of bis, a Liuerie cloake : which ſince that time, hee hath 
beſtowed vpon foure others, and taken it ſtill from them 
againe, In this humoz be many aiſters wow adapes: But 
to returne to our Philoſophicall Diſcourſe againe, 

The Maiſter that often changeth his Seruants, receiueth 
great diſhonour thereby; and withall, cheweth himſelfe an 
impatient man, and hard to pleaſe : and beſides, ſpꝛeadeth 
bis ſecretes aud doings the farther abzode-: foꝛ when a Ser⸗ 
uant departeth from his Maiſter, in what ſozt ſoeuer it be, 
whether contented oꝛ diſcontented, hee cannot refraine from 
repoꝛting where ſo euer he goe, the life and behautour of his 
fozmer Paiſter: and though with one troth,he mingle a hun: 
d2ed lyes, pet there be enough that will belecue him: and be⸗ 
ſides, the Paiſter is troubled to tune his new Seruants to 


bis kancie.

Foz if thep be not both god, it is hard fo2 the wiſedome of 
the one, to (apply the want of diſcretion in the other: Pere 
we muſt nedscallto minde, tt at the golden wozld being 
gone, the Paſter and ſeruant muſt both thinke, that ſoms 
faults muſt be bozne withall on both ſizes: Which conſide- 
ration the Seruant not onelp ought to haue, remembzing 
that it is his duet. to ſubmit᷑ himſelfc to the will and plea- 
fare of bis Paſter: But the maſter mach moe: knowing 
that Servants being fo; the moſt part of bace c5dition and 
naturally inclined to doe ill, will not have that fioclitte , 
diligence andaff.cion towards him, as he would bane to- 
waros any pzince that he ſhonld (erne , and conſidering 
that it wers better fo2 him to winke at ſome faults in bis 
Sernants , then to diſquiet bimſelſe in going about to re⸗ 
kozme them.

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moes at their maiſler bebinde dis backe: Eut the maſter 

muſt net in any wiſe, ſaffer bis ſernaunts te commit cys 

ther in woꝛde oz da de, anę fault, whereby God himſclfe , - 

| oz bis neighbour map be diſhonoured: giuing them fo vn⸗ 
| derſtand, that he will entertaiue no naugotpnc ſſe in bis 
Houſe, but that de hatety it moztaity: whereby though 
be be not able to rote out, tbeir wicketnes, pet at leaſt 
bee will doe his beſt ende ausut to make tha honeft, any 
to feare God. 
Touching (ome other naturall imperfcctions of (mall 
impoztance, as to be cude, foliſh, vndiſcreete, crafty fozs 
getſuli, quarelons, ſpigbtfull, negtigent, and ſuch like, 
thep ought to be bozne withall. if they cannot be reclays 
med from them: Mhongh foz my part tuinke ſucy Ser⸗ 
nants better loft then found, and the hoaſe tte wozſe, that 
thep are in, yct Ikneu ſome honeſt Gentlemen, who ſo 
long astyvir ſeruannts arc truſty and faithfull, care not 
though the p be ſ@les oꝛ ieſters to make them metry. 
Tbere art likewile ſome Paſters who when their 

| Scruants take their pleaſure of tbem with mockes and 
ſcofft s, rathcr take pleaſure in it, thenſame angry with 
them: Tike as he, who called his Scruant King of foles, 
who anſwered, Jwovldto Ded J were King of folcs, 
J would net doubt then, brit J ſhoald beate Rule cucr 
dim, which is better then my ſclfe: Mbis Seroant was 
without dcubt p2ofitable vuto him, oz elle be wenld not 
bave taken this (coffe at his bandes: but foz all that all 
Maſters are not lo me ke minded, to be ſcrued with ſuch 
men, no all Setuants ſo ha ppy to met with ſnch maſters: 
Tiocrefoze J will ſet downe ſome ſuch o2der, that the 
Maler and tte Setuant map liue and continue long time 
quietly togcther,

gers, to caſt a graue and (adloke vpon his (cruaunts,ſs ie 
js his part being at home in his owne bouſe, toloke moze

that be muſt take part with them g confider 
that it is no eaſie inatter ts goacrne ſernanis, and that the 
grratet number be ball haue, the greatet wil be bis trouble 
to guide them. foz there falls cut many bovſhoulbquarrels 
and contentions whercthire are many ſeraants: be muſt 
alſe thinke, that there is no ſcruant ſo well framed to the 
ſetuice ofo!ber Paſters, but that he muſt be fainc to res 
c eiue new lawes of bis new Ko: andthcrefoze he mut 
not thinke that at the fir it daſh, his ſeruaut is made to his 
bowe, but he muſt leaſurely and patiently, let him vnders 
ſlandhis minds to ſptane fraly vnto him, as well to make 
bim leaue his olde faſhions which perchance be liketh not A 
as to frame him to bis owne fancy. And if J were totake 
aſerva!, I would rather choſe a frcſh-water ſoldier, which 
ncucr had III accuſtomed ol lõg time to ſeru ice. 
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Foz fhoſe wbich baue ſerued in many bouſcs, baue foz 
the moſt part gctten the vie of ſome itil quality, wt ich they 
will hardly be bzought to leaue, but one tbat is but rà we in 
ſeratice, ſewetiz dimſelfe moze trade ble mozc gentie, and 
moꝛe fit fo2 all manner of ſervice, 4 the m:ficr commonly 
will be the beter pleaſed with bis godwill then with the 04 
thers ſłk ill foꝛ it is a thing to hard to cł unge the manners 
of an old ſetnant, and pet a maſter fo; a time muſt be ſaine 
to vſe great paticnce, and take great paine witb e yeurg 
ſervant, but vet fo avoide the moꝛe trouble, let him be ſure 
to che ſe onc of a god wit. and fit fo! lerrice. 

This bzings into mp mind a pleaſant ſto;vof a Spaniſh 
Gentleman that had one day god trpall of the god wit of 
anew come (eraant, which Gentleman haning ſrnf bis 0- 
ther leruants abent other baſines, after be had mate tun 
d;ce vp the houſe he willed him to couet the table, which 
be did, and though that day be dyned alone in bis chan ber, 
pet his ſeruant ſet two trenchtis on the the table, and i wo 
ſtwles, the one againſt tbeothcr, the Centleman lapd no⸗ 
thing to it, batſuſpecting the meaning of bis new come 
man, attended the end ol the play: meatc being bzonght in, 
ſo ſone as his man bad giuen him water, be waſht and ſat 
dim downe, which be bad no ſ@ancr done, but his man hay 
ning likewiſe waſht ſat him down right oucr againſt him: 
the Gentleman being naturally ctucn to be mcry kept his 
countenance, and let dis man alone. hauing eaten a wtile 
friend/ptogether, the man begon to thinke bim, bow lis 
maſter might perchannce be a thirſt: wherrvpon de lair, 
maſter, when pon will dzinke, J p2av you make curtcſle 
to commannd me, whereat the Gentleman l:nght lo har 
tilp, that the poꝛe fole knowing bis fault, role to fetch him 
dzinke, but would ſit do wne no mo2e. 

But now to retarne againe to our matter, that Paſfer 
who will be well ſerued, muſt not be ſparing of his lpæch, 
as wclbto commaund what he will haue done, as gently 
to inſtrua his Deruant in that wherein he is — by

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telling him of his fault. 
£Chercfoze if be will haue his ſernant carefull and dili⸗ 
gent in bis (eruice he muſt likewiſe bimſetfe be carcfull a- 
bout bis buſtaes. foz there is nothing that meze awaketh 
the ſeruants then tie diligence of the maſter, as on the o⸗ 
ther ſide it is impoſſible, the Sernant ſheald de diligent if 
the Paſter be negligent: 4nd thercedpon it is (aid, that the 
eye of the maſter fattcth the hozſe to which purpoſe a Pbi⸗ 
loſopber being aſkt.which was d wap, to make land bzing 
god ſtoꝛe of co:ne,an{wered, foz the maſter to walbe often 
avout, whichis toſe it dimſcife withont truſting to his 
\:raants; Moꝛeouer he muſt vſe his aut dozitie in ſuch ſozt, 
that be may be bettet ſerued with the turning of his exe, 
then others are with thzcatning wozds . J. 
But now when the maſtcr knoweth he halb gotten the | 
loue and fidelitie of his ſeruant, he muſt be carcfull in anp 
wile to keepe it, wbere vnto there is nothing of maze fozce, 
tben to vſe him curtedullp: apding bim in dis fronbles, vi⸗ 
ſiting dim in his ücknes, and beſtowing on him when oc⸗ 
caſion (hall ſerue, that which ſhall coſt the maſter little, 
and pleaſure the ſernant much: Therefoze let dim not fo3- 
get to reward the god leruant, andkepebimalwares as 
bout him as a pꝛetious thing, remembzing that there fs 
nothing in this life, moe neceCarie then a god DÞeruant : 
Let bim be tothe as thine own (onle take not ſcozne ſome - 
time to heare bis reaſons, and gouerne thy lelke acco2ding 
to his faithfull adatie, foz that there have bene found Her- 
uants, which baue moze pꝛofitt ed their maiſters houſe , 
then his Bꝛotbers oz Childzen haue. 
Likewiſe gtae charge to the Seruank, this leſſon to cons 
clade, that be take derde of failing iato the common crroz 
of Seruants, who like a new bzome which ſwepetb tte 
bouſe cleane, (erue diligently at the firſt, but after grow 
lo thfull, that is not tte way to get tauour, fo; not be which 
begiuncth well is wozthp of recompence, but hs that con⸗ 
tinueth in well doing; foz the maiſter will loke that his 
ſeruant 
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ſervant ſhould rather heate, then cole himſelfe in fernice; 
Let the Seruant allo take bede, that te goc not about 
to cræpt in credit with bis Paiftcr, by flaiterie ant hypo⸗ 
ct iſie, bat to ſerue andobey him with an vnfapneo hatt, 
fo: by fapned wo2ds, men gather an araument of ſa; tho 
les dads: whereby his Paiſter beau n tt to (oſoea tum, 
and to thinbe that he had moze nedi to be oacr-Iot.co, then 
inflructed: But in any wile let not the &cruant fo;art to 
doe his farthfujl and true intent, not fog f are, but foz Tn 
ties ſake: & ut that ſetuice ts above all other ill bi ſtowed, 
wbich is not well accepted: and there is no greater grieke 
to à mans minde, t den to lerue and net to pleaſe, tbcre⸗ 
foze when after certaine pꝛofe, be ſeth teat dee cat not 
frame bimſelfe to bis Maiſters fancy, let dim ſoke to 
de pait rather from him with bis goowill, then with vis 


And when he ſth that he is in bis Maiſters bokes. let 
bim there holde bim, laping in dis bart, happy is be, who 
ſerueth the happy. and not ſæhe fo channge, remembzug 
that the rowling ſtcne gatheceth no moſſe. 

Chen let there be no want found in biin, of loue, of re⸗ 


nuerente, ol failtfulncs, of diligente, of reatyncs, and 


of ſecretnes: let bim not accompt of dis vwnc life, being 
in bis e aiſters ſcruice. 

But to conclude, there is one ſeruice which cre@dech 
all thc other, which is the leruice of the Bing of glozie: 
and thoſe ſeruants wyich enter into that kind. of ſer⸗ 
nice, doe (no doubt) loue well boty the maifter and 
the (cruice : In which bleed Seroice, the 
Lozd of all Lozds make vs all dili⸗ 
gent leruants. Amen. 
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
